Although themain part of the 
Yugoslavian Army was forced 
to capitulate to the Germans 
last April, large numbers of this 
army, especially its Serbian ele-

ments, never surrendered. Some 
had never fully mobilized in the 
mountain districts and these 
regiments simply stayed in their 
mountain fastness, Others dis- 
appeared, with their guns, into 
the mountains. For three 
months nothing was heard of 
this secret army, but on July 
14, after careful preparation, it 
struck its first blow. On that 
night strong Serbian formations 
suddenly surrounded the intern- 
ment camp at Kerestinech and 
beforethe Germansentries knew 
what was up, 80 prisoners were 
released. Two nights later all 
the telephone lines in Belgrade 
were cut. General von Schroc- 
der, the German commandant, 
dismissed the incident as “'stu- 
pid sabotage." But owing to 
this “‘stupid sabotage" it was 
only after some delay that Von 
Schroeder learned what had 
happened in Herzegovina, Mon- 
cenegro and Sandjak on July 20. 
Owing to this delay, relief col- 
umns sent to these parts arrived 
too late to help but in time to 
find bodies of thousands of 
Nazis. 

On the same night, units of 
Serbian army simultancously 
surrounded dozens of small Nazi 
and Italian garrisons and police 
stations. Nor one German or 
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Italian prisoner was taken and 
not one of them survived to in~ 
form Von Schroeder about the 
fighting. 

‘A quick survey revealed to 
the Germans that the Serbs con- 
trolled nearly a third of the 
former total of Yugoslav terri- 
tory, that they occupied a num- 
ber of important centers, among 
them the third largest Serbian 
town of Sabac. Von Schroeder 
requested that reinforcements 
and six Italian. divisions be 
brought to Dalmatia. Ten thou- 
sand German soldiers were 
brought to Belgrade. Unprece- 
dented violence next broke out 
in Belgrade on July 28 when 
German soldiers were attacked 
from roofs and windows. Von 
Schroeder hurried into thestreet 
to supervise the crushing of this

rebellion but this walk did not 
agree with his health, German 
claims that Von Schroeder was 
killed in an airplane crash at the 
time do not tally with Serbian 
reports that he died after being 
stoned to death in Belgrade 
streets. 

General von Dankelman, a 
Bavarian, took Von Schroeder's 
place. His first act was to re- 
quest 25,000 more German 
troops. In reprisal for Von 
Schroeder's “‘airplane crash,” 
the Germans executed 122. Bel- 
grade citizens. 

‘August was filled with fur- 
ther fights all over the country. 
The Italian Government sud- 
denly surprised the Italian pub- 
lic with an official announce- 
ment that during that month 
426 Italian officers and soldiers 
were killed and 876 wounded 
in Yugoslavia. 

The Serbian army that is still 
fighting has found a way to 
protect itself against German 
reprisals on Serb troops who 
fall into Nazi hands. Colonel 
Kovachevich, who commands 
the Serb units fighting in the 
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mountains north of Sarajevo, 
has informed General von Dan- 
kelman, the new German com- 
mandant, that he is holding 
600 German officers and men 
and 1,200 Ustashi prisoners 
(anti-Serbian Croats—ED.) in 
a special prison camp. Kova- 
chevich wrote Von Dankelman: 
“We are dealing with them 
strictly according to interna- 
tional rules. We beg to inform 
you, however, that we shall 
execute ten of them for every 
one of our men executed by 
your forces. Do not try to free 
your prisoners by attacking our 
camp. The camp is well mined 
and will be blown up as soon 
as your troops are sighted.”” 

The new waves of terror that 
have followed since Von 
Dankelman took over aroused 
Serb resistance to such an ex- 
cent that on Sept. 14 General 
Nedich, the puppet premier in 
Belgrade, admitted in a radio 
broadcast: “Robber bands de- 
stroy our railroads and inter- 
rupt traffic. Not a single rail- 
road can be kept intact to secure 
the distribution of food 
throughout the country." Then 
he appealed to Serb soldiers to 
lay down their arms and return 
to their homes. He promised 
no reprisals. When this appeal 
was unsuccessful, the Germans 
themselves then approached the 
leaders of the invisible army 
and the meeting on Oct. 6 was 
the result. 

Thus the army of Serb pa- 
triots today controls a quatter 
of Yugoslavia and most of the 
important railway lines. Not a 
German or Italian soldier ven- 
tures into large areas in Bosnia 
or Herzegovina. The greatest 
part of Montenegro, with the 
exception of the larger towns, 
is held by the Serbs. Colonel 
Kovachevich still occupies the 
mountains north of Sarajevo. 
Colonel Mihailovich still oc- 
cupies the territory southwest 
of Belgrade. In castern Serbia 
the troops of a third leader, 
Dragisha Vassich, are still 
holding out. Some measure of 
Serbian resistance to the Nazi 
occupation may be gathered 
from the fact that, although 
Vassich is married and has four 
children and is a lawyer and 
popular Serb author by trade, 
he is now leading large bands 
of well-organized troops in the 
primitive mountains of his 
nation.

House nullifies Neutrality Act by a margin; coal dispute rages; Japanese “Peace” envoy arrives 


At 4:25 p.m. on Nov. 13 Speaker Sam Rayburn an- 
nounced to a hushed House of Representatives: “The 
vote is 212 ayes to 194 nays.” Thus by a scary mar- 
gin of 18 votes the House approved the Senate's 
amendment to the Neutrality Act permitting U.S. 
ships to enter belligerent ports. A few hours earlier 
the amendment had appeared lost. A move by cer- 
tain Southern Democrats to hamstring Congress un- 
til anti-strike legislation was enacted had thrown the 
nation’s foreign policy into dire peril. No one dis- 
puted the need of new effective machinery to halt 
work stoppages in the defense industries. But to 
many a worried onlooker the revolt appeared a fear- 
fully dangerous and ill-timed maneuver. 

Tt was only by virtue of 22 Republican votes that 
the Administration finally managed to pull its amend- 
ment out of the fire. All afternoon on Nov. 12, most 
of that night and all the next morning, Speaker Ray- 
burn and Majority Leader McCormack importuned 
recalcitrant members. Not even when the roll call 
began were they sure they had at last achieved suc- 
cess, All the big guns of the Administration were 
brought into play. Secretary Hull sent a message 
urging affirmative action. The President wrote a let- 
ter which Mr. Rayburn read at the last possible 
moment before the vote. “Failure to repeal these see- 
tions would cause rejoicing in the Axis nations,” the 
President warned. And at the end of his letter he 
promised action on the coal strike: “It is obvious 
that this coal must be mined. . . . The Government 
proposes to see this thing through.” 

‘These pleas were successful. Probably half a dozen 
doubtful votes were erystallized by the President's 
assurance. In silence and 
gravity the vote wastaken. 
A little ripple of relief 
and applause swept over 
House and galleries when 
the result was announced. 
And the chamber emptied. 

Next day isolationists 
took comfort in the close 
vote. But as Walter Lipp- 
mann pointed out, a close 
vote on an important meas- 
ure is nothing new in U.

history. He cited balloting on ratification of the Con- 
stitution, the declaration of war in 1812, the Mis- 
souri Compromise, the annexation of Texas and the 
gold standard act of 1900 as great issues which had 


squeaked through by the narrowest of margins. “The 
exact proportions of the vote in the House,” wrote 
Mr. Lippmann, “have no lasting significance. For it 
was evident to anyone who followed the debate and 
felt the atmosphere of Congress that few of the votes 
were cast on the technical issue itself. . . . Just why 
naval hostilities on the route to Iceland are still 
‘peace’ while naval hostilities on the route to Eng- 
land are ‘war’ was something that Mr. Hamilton 
Fish never did explain.” 

‘The Navy, prepared for a favorable vote, moved 
quickly to arm 1,600 U. S. merchant ships. Guns were 
ready. Crews were ready. Work waited only upon 
the President's signature. First American convoys to 
Britain may sail within the next fortnight. By its 
vote Congress may not have taken the U. S. all the 
way into war as isolationists contended. But one 
thing seemed certain: from now on there can be no 
turning back.

all U.S. history, the other the best 
had in the White House. The issue was simple. At 
midnight Nov. 15 John L. Lewis would call a strike 
in the captive coal mines if his United Mine Workers 
could not come to terms with mine operators on the 
question of a union shop. 

As the deadline approached, Lewis and his associ- 
ates, Philip Murray and Thomas Kennedy, deliber- 
ated long and heatedly with the big steel men who 
controlled the captive mines—Bethlehem’s Eugene 
Grace, U.S. Steel’s Benjamin Fairless, Youngstown’s 
Frank Purnell. By nightfall Nov. 15 the argument 
was still deadlocked. In the last analy: -veryone 
knew, the fight was not between the steel trio and the 
labor trio. Actually it was between John L. Lewis 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Finally the President notified Lewis in a histor 
White House edict: “I tell you frankly that the Gov- 
ernment of the U. S. will not order, nor will Congress 
pass, legislation ordering a so-called closed sho} 
The Government will never compel . . . [workers] to 
join the union by a Government decree. That would 
be too much like Hitler's methods toward labor.” 

Meanwhile Army regulars were preparing to move 
into the coal fields. And Congress, its patience ex- 
hausted by strikes, was preparing to draft legislation 
designed to end work stoppages until the interna- 
tional crisis had passed.

In a cold, scientific light, Lake has some 150,000 hairs on her head, each 
measuring about .0024 inches in cross-section. The hair varies in length from 
17 inches in front to 24 inches in back and falls about 8 inches below shoulders. 
For several inches it falls straight from the scalp and then begins to wave gently 

All her life Miss Lake has worn her hair long, except for one brief period in 
grade school when she had it cut in a windblown bob. Before that, as a little 
girl, she let it fall in curls almost down to her waist and since the bob era she 
has always had it more than shoulder length. “If I had my way,” she says now.

‘Much more serious is its natural tendency to get caught in things. By dint 
of constant watchfulness, Miss Lake manages to keep it from being caught in 
car doors, elevators and electric fans, but it has a bad habit of snaggin, 
buttons.

this might lead to all kinds of fascinating complications, but 
interludes are merely a bother.

OR 


DEMIGOD?” 


IN A GREAT CRISIS A GREAT LIBERAL HAS NOT YET UNIFIED THE REPUBLIC

It contains « brilliant account of his 


childhood, his career and his long, successful struggle against infantile poralysis Its onal 


ysis of President Roosevelt's character is notably penetrating. In the article that follows, 


written especially for LIFE, Mr. Johnson sets forth the estenticl conclusions of his book. 


We! believe in Mr. Roosevelt. Indeed, perhaps we believe in him too 
strongly, for some of us apparently believe that he is ademigod and some 
that he is a devil, which is leading to a certain confusion. 

He is not a demigod, nor a devil. He is an Episcopalian; which means, 
according to the General Confession, that he has left undone those things 


which he ought to have done and has done those things which he ought 
not to have done, but which also means that he has no commerce with the 
Foul Fiend. Mr. Roosevelt's virtues and his faults arc both real enough; but 
both have been exaggerated so inordinately that they are no longer recog- 
nizable as human traits and the man is obscured behind two immense crea~ 


tions of fancy, one as inhumanly virtuous as the other is monstrously vicious. 

There is nothing strange, nothing unprecedented in this. If you dour it, 
recall to your mind che sudden change in proportions of every President as 
he has left the White House. Hoover, Coolidge, Wilson, each assumed new 
dimensions as he stepped from the Presidential chair, was revealed as by no 


means as bad as his opponents had painted him, nor as good as his sup- 
porters had claimed, became once more recognizably a human being. Those 
of us who are old enough remember that the moststartling change occurred 


in the case of Theodore Roosevelt, who was an unusually spectacular Presi- 


dent. There were Democrats, sane on all other subjects, who honestly be- 
lieved that T. R. was a monster of wickedness. Therefore, when he had 
been out of office a few months and it became clear to the dullest that he was 
in fact abstemious, patriotic and thoroughly decent, many Americans were 
bewildered. There were those who actually believed, until after he had lefe 
the White House, that Woodrow Wilson, most austerely correct of men, was 
a lecher; Hoover was regarded as an Anglomaniac; Cleveland as a sort of 
Simon Legree; Lincoln as a fool; Andrew Jackson as a murderer. 

This misapprehension of the real character of a President—any President 
—is attributable to two political techniques characteristic of the United 
States, and probably characteristic of every other democracy also. They are 
known colloquially as “‘the build-up" and “the smear.’ ‘The aim of the 
build-up is to erect its subject into a demigod; that of the smear is to debase 
him into a devil. In general it is true that the longer the build-up and the 
smear have to operate, the greater their success. In the case of Mr. Roosevelt 
they have been operating continuously for nine years. It is a record, for no 
other man has occupied the center of the political stage more than eight 
years. It is therefore natural that the contradictory portrayals of him are 
larger, and livelier and more lurid than those of any other President. 

Were these ordinary times it would hardly be worthwhile to point out 
that President Roosevelt has been subjected to the usual process of exalta- 
tion and vilification. But the times are not ordinary. The country is fac 
ing such threats from without as it has seldom, if ever, faced before; there- 
fore it is essential to build up a solidity within capable of withstanding the 
pressure from without, which means an unusual, perhaps an unexampled, 
solidity

complish this is co abolish the smear altogether and concentrate 
on the build-up. Bue they are wrong. If every criticism of the Presi- 
dent were stifled tomorrow and nothing but panegyrics resounded 
from every rostrum in the country, it is highly probable that the 
people, far from being reassured, would be more apprehensive than 
ever. Americans know a papicr-miché demigod when they see one, 
and if the President, as he is presented co them, seems to be made of 
papier-miché, ic is idle co talk of rallying solid support behind him. 
You can't get solid support for a leader who looks hollow. 

What the country would like to hear is not a denial that Mr. Roos- 
evelt has any faults, but some evidence that his faults will not count 
for as much as his virtues in che present crisis. Disregarding the usual 
garbage thrown by political scavengers, the charges made, and some- 
times believed, by persons of responsibility are that the man is as 
weasel-wordy as Woodrow Wilson; that he is almost—no one says 
quite, but many say almost—as contemptuous of Constitutional bar- 
riers as Abraham Lincoln; that he is as bullheaded as Andrew Jack- 
son; and that he is as slippery as Thomas Jefferson. There is at least 
this much in these charges—the qualities that they describe so un- 
flatteringly do exist in the man. This is evident from the fact that his 
friends do not deny chem, but merely label chem differently. They 
say that Roosevelt is as adroit as Wilson, as resolute as Lincoln, as 
firm as Jackson and as wise as Jefferson, 


His personal courage is proved 


On the other hand, there are certain admirable qualities that even 
his enemies—excluding, of course, what Theodore Roosevelt called 
the “lunatic fringe," who are so eaten by hatred that they are no 
longer capable of coherent thought—grant the President. His per- 
sonal courage, for example, has been amply demonstrated, both by 
his successful bartle against a disabling malady and by his whole 
career in public life; and that is certainly applicable in the present 
crisis. His ascuteness, too, is beyond debate, proclaimed more fer- 
vently, indeed, by his enemies than by his friends; and that, too, is 
valuable now. His irrepressible optimism might, theoretically, be- 
tray him into foolhardiness, but until it docs so it will be of high 
value in stimulating the spirits of an anxious people. 

There is another quality which will hardly be denied Mr. Roose- 
velt and which is of value at present, although onc hesitates to list it 
as a virtue. It is the habit of success. As a man he won a victory over 
infantile paralysis. As a politician he has won three Presidential elec- 
tions. Even as a statesman, he has won a victory fairly comparable 
wich his partial recovery of his bodily powers.

Ic is as nonsensical to term the New Deal a complete failure as it 
would be co term the President a paralytic. He was paralyzed, co be 
sure, but now he walks. He has never recovered his former agility, 
but he did throw off the infection. In 1932 the New Deal had a dou- 
ble objective; one was to restore the economic prosperity of the coun- 
try; but the first, and immediately necessary task was to check the 
social infection that raged in the body politic. In 1932 the Regular 
Army marched against a body of veterans and expelled them by force 
from the national capital; in the Midwest the National Guard had to 
be called out co suppress a revolt of milk farmers; in the same region 
mobs were pulling judges off the bench to prevent foreclosures on farms. 

That has been cured. The courts function without disturbance. The 
troops are not being called out against American farmers or American 
veterans. The following of the radicals who demand the abolition of 
the capitalistic system has dwindled to a handful. The acute infec- 
tion has been eliminated. 

This much success the New Deal has achieved. It may not be all 
that is desirable, but at least the country walks again; and that is 
enough to confirm the chief New Dealet’s habit of success 

Against this must be set off the undeniable failure to restore any- 
thing resembling the prosperity of the Coolidge era. Until the advent 
of war disrupted all estimates and nullified all prophecies the national 
economy had been hobbling, sustained largely by artificial braces in 
the shape of Government spending and Government regulation. The 
New Deal failed to undo the effects of the stroke of 1929. Perhaps we 
were foolish co think that it could; bue at any rate, it didn't and to 
thac extent it was a disappointment, But is its relative failure in that 
respect more important than its incontestable success in restoring the 
faith of the masses in our form of government? The point is debac- 
able; but it is hardly debatable if the question is restricted to the 
specific problem confronting us now. Put it this way: in the existing 
situation is the failure of the New Deal in one half of its program as 
important as its success in the other half? 


He faces a powerful popular leader 


In Adolf Hitler we are facing a popular leader of astounding capac- 
ity. It is widely believed thar he is disliked and distrusted by some 
of his high-ranking licuenants, but not by the masses, He has been 
able to lead the rank and file of the German people into an appalling 
holocaust because he has been able to convince them that he will 
take them through blood and fire to domination of the world, which 
is to say, to power and casc. He has deluded them, certainly, but 
there is no manner of doubr that he has inspired them. The proof of 
it is the ruin of Europe. 

To cope with such a man we nced a leader capable of inspiring the 
masses of our own people with a faith comparable to the faith of the 
masses of the Germans in cheir man; but God forbid that we should 
produce one who leads in the same direction! The man to handle Hit- 
ler must have something of Hitler's ability to dominate the imagi- 
nation of the ordinary man; butin every other respect he should be the 
German's antithesis, To what extent does the President meet these 
specifications?

Read cherecord:in 1928, relatively unknown to thecommon people, 
he barely squeezed into the Governorship of New York; but in 1930, 
after they had watched him in action for ewo years, he won re-election 
by a majority nearly ewice as big as Al Smith himself ever got. 

In 1932, still relatively unknown to the country at large, he beat 
Hooyer, but rather on Hoover's record than his own; in 1936, how- 
ever, after che people had watched him in action, he all but obliter- 
ated Landon, leaving him only two small States; and in 1940 he beat 
three opponents, two of them not men at all, but intangibles, far 
more powerful than any human candidate, to wit, the “no third 
term" tradition, and isolationism. True, the isolationists had no 
cause to love Willkie, buc they loathed Roosevelt. 

On that showing there can be no doube that this leader dominates 
the imagination of the masses of Americans to an extent comparable 
to Hitler's grip upon the Germans. 

To what extent, then, has he accomplished this by following the 
direction taken by Hitler? Well, like Hitler, he has persuaded the 
people chat it is possible for the world to hold something for the 
ordinary man better than a lifetime of fruitless toil, ending in de- 
pendent old age, if not in the potter's field. But at that point the two 
men diverge. Roosevelt has consistently proclaimed that the way to 
achieve this end is not through conquest and the seizure of other 
nations” possessions, not through /ebensraum obtained by ejecting the 
possessors of desirable territories, but by the application of our own 
labor to the resources of our own soil 


Has he deluded the people? 


If at last we go to war on the advice of a man of this type, the peo- 
ple who have believed in him, and who will have to do the fighting, 
are going to believe that the war is a hard necessity, and not a scheme 
to enslave either them or the people of some neighbor nation. Possi- 
bly Roosevelt has been deluding his people, too; but he certainly has 
not been deluding them into the belief that they are a Master Race, 
whose destiny is to trample all others underfoot, and whose high 
duty is co hate and co scourge and to kill. If he has deluded them, it 
is with delusions of a nation in which liberty will exist under law, 
and in which every man will enjoy in peace the fruits of his own 
labor. He has held up to the common man an ideal for which it is 
jonable to ask that man to risk his life; and if he says the risk is 
necessary, the common man will believe that it is. 

The wiser men who have opposed Mr. Roosevelt's domestic pol- 
icies—Mr, Willkie, for instance, among the Republicans, and Senator 
Glass, the Democrats—realized long ago that in his foreign 
policy he has consistently championed human freedom, and there- 
fore must be supported. They realize, too, that to date this foreign 
policy has been not only right, but remarkably successful. To defend 
itas a moral abstraction might be as difficult as co defend the policy 
of Elizabeth of England; but if the Virgin Queen was devious, there 
is no doube chat she was brilliantly successful. She was caught be- 
tween the pincers of France and Spain as Roosevelt is between those 
of Germany and Japan; and her game was to weaken both of her po- 
tential foes without becoming involved in a shooting war. In the end 
she had to shoot; but by that time she had the guns, and the bones

of the Invincible Armada were soon scattered from Spain to the 
Hebrides. 

For two years and two months Mr. Roosevelt has played the same 
game. Our guns are still coo few, but they have multiplied amaz- 
ingly. We have a string of new bastions thrusting out into the Atlan- 
tic, and our Pacific defenses are far more powerful than they were two 
years ago. Furthermore, we have contributed heavily to the annoyance 
and probably to the serious weakening of both the powers that threaten 
us; yet we have thus far evaded the formal declaration of hostilities. 
Nor isic true to assert that our immunity has been cynically purchased 
wich the blood of countless Englishmen and Chinamen, although we 
hold them to be our friends; the English and the Chinese had to fight 
in any case, and there is no convincing evidence that a single one 
could have been saved by a declaration of war on our part. 

Nevertheless, although one must concede Mr. Roosevelt's success 
thus far, his policy holds a potential danger that does not come from 
Hitler. The Rooseveltian technique is an extremely effective one, up 
toa point. It is simply to increase the pressure little by little, slowly, 
but relentlessly, until the opponent cracks, or blows up from an 
interior explosion. This technique cracked Jimmy Walker. Perhaps 
it has cracked John L. Lewis. Conceivably, it might crack Hitler— 
indeed, after the Navy Day speech the controlled German press ex- 
ploded in an amazing and perhaps significant burst of hysteria. 

But the trouble is thar the American people may not get the idea. 
Hitler is not Jimmy Walker, and the pressure requisite to crack him 
must be enormously greater, and applied for a longer time. The 
American people are quite capable of applying it, if they know pre- 
cisely what they are doing; but at the moment they are a little un- 
certain. They need, not reassurance, for they are not aftaid, but 
clarification, for they are confused, In the beginning they had che 
notion that American policy was simply to keep out of the war. 
Only after the collapse of France did it become evident, even to most 
of our leaders, that keeping out of war is incidental and that the 
main task is to prevent the extinction of human liberty. That tran- 
sition is not yet clear to all our people, and the one man who can 
make it clear is the President. 

Surely, it is time for the President to speak, making the people 
understand that the issue of war or peace is now incidental to a 
greater issue. Surely, it is time for him to say with the extraordinary 
effectiveness of which he alone is master that we are not interested 
in conquest and no longer concerned much with hemispheric de 
fense, that we are not bent upon making war, nor unalterably re- 
solved to avoid war, that we are no longer regarding incidentals 
and consequences, but are solely, simply and grimly determined 
that government of the people, by the people, for the people shall 
not perish from the earth.

It is the town of Lung Chuan I (pronounced Loong 
Chwan Ee and meaning Little Village at the Dragon 
Spring). It lies in the red hills of Szechwan Province 
150 miles northwest of the capital, Chungking. It 
has a population of 1,250 families or perhaps 10,000 
people and it is the administrative and market center 
for a farm area of 5,000 families. If the world outside 
that area should vanish, it could survive very com- 
fortably for quite a while. 

In and around a million similar farm towns, vil- 
lages and hamlets live 88% of China's 465,000,000, 
‘Their social pattern has ren constant for 
4,000 years. Lying in the deep up-country where 
China is now mobilized, Lung Chuan I is more pro- 
I, less subject to famine than the market towns 
of the east and north, but it is substantially like them. 
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round its everlasting Dragon 
yor estimates it is now worth $500,000. 


It was founded about 96 
1650 
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What made backward Lung Chuan I and all China 
survive was the family system. The census and the 
local government are based on family. In a hamlet of 
25 families, the heads of about five families become 
the Village Elders. A hundred families make a Chen 
market place. About 20 to 50 Chen are grouped in a 
Chu sub-country area such as that of Lung Chuan I. 
It is at this point that Chiang Kai-shek imposes his 
new government on the old forms. 

Basically one family in China is more or k 
good as another, but within the family the old man 
is Caesar. The Elders are the old men who are best

educated or most respected. Those shown above are 


not so much self-appointed as they are obvious 
choices for dignity without pay. In time of disaster, 
they might take over the town rule from the ap- 
pointed Chu leader.

Their distinction is not hereditary, hence the gen- 
try of China have no tradition of rule like that of 
Japanese and British aristocrats.

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KING OF THE ATLANTIC 


AMERICA’S TRIPLE-THREAT ADMIRAL IS THE 
STERN, DARING MODEL OF A WAR COMMANDER 
by JOSEPH J. THORNDIKE JR. 


jefore breakfast on his flagship, the U.S. S. Augusta, Admiral Ernest 

Joseph King is accustomed to take his morning walk on che deck 
outside his cabin. This particular section of the deck, running from 
the flag quarters past the No. 1 gun curret, is known as "the Admi- 
ral’s Country.” By old naval tradition no one but the Admiral is sup- 
posed to set foot upon it, except in performance of ship's duties such 
as cleaning or in case of emergency. This tradition has broken down 
somewhat in recent years and the emergency has made it more or less a 
dead letter, but officers and men alike still avoid the Admiral’s Coun 
try when they can. Admiral King, therefore, is not likely to meet 
anyone as he walks forward some 4o paces, turns sharply, walks back 
and turns again, He is a tall, spare figure, straight as the gun barrels 
above him, and as clean in the contours of his face and body. Years at 
sea have given him wrinkles at the edges of his hazel eyes from squint- 
ing over the water but have not added a sagging muscle co his jaw 

On the other side of the ship, beyond the gun turret, is "the Cap- 
tain’s Country," where the Augusta's Captain Carleton H. Wright 
enjoys the same privileges as the Admiral. Occasionally the Admiral 
and the Captain may chance to meet while taking their morning 
walks and if this happens they will exchange salutes. The Captain 
will not venture to intrude further upon the Admiral’s privacy. The 
Admiral may, if he likes, invite the Captain to walk on his side of 
the deck, but usually he is busy with his own problems or feels chat 
the Captain may be busy with his. The two men, each known to his 
own staff as ‘the Old Man,” continue their walks separately on their 
own sides of the deck 

The Admiral's mind, as he walks, is absorbing all kinds of nautical 
information. He notices whether the shore is visible, in what direc- 
tion and how far away, and makes a calculation of about where the 
ship is. He notices the condition of the sea and the sky, the direction 
and velocity of the wind, and the speed of the ship. He observes 
whether any other craft are about and what they are doir 

All this is the daily grist of any good seafaring man and the Adm 
ral takes it in almost subconsciously. His conscious mind, a thinkic 
machine of brilliant, ice-cold clarity, is working on the far bro:

locations of reported German submarines and, perhaps, raiders 


A Fleet invented for the emergency 


The total force which Admiral King can count upon, as he chinks 
out his problems of high strategy, did not exist as a fleet until this 
year. When Admiral King took command of it, the Atlantic Fleet 
was no more than the old Atlantic Squadron under a new name—some 
75 craft including three battleships so far over-age that they were 
thought useful only as training ships. Since then the Fleet has been 
multiplied about three times by newly built ships and by ships drawn, 
from the Pacific Fleet—a very ticklish process indeed in a Navy whose 
watchword has long been ‘‘Never divide the Fleet." The actual 
make-up of the two Fleets is secret but, in broad outline, the Navy 
has kept most of its heavy ships in the Pacific, while detaching lighter 
ships to the Atlantic. Thus the Pacific Fleet retains most of its 
battle line intact, but with less heavy protection from light forces 
The Atlantic Fleet has gained a fair cruiser force and a very subs 
tial armada of destroyers. Both Fleets are weakest in carti 
which the Navy has only seven afloat. Six merchant ships which are 
now being converted into carriers will help bridge the gap until the 
new carriers begin coming out of the yards in 1943. Also under Ad- 
miral King’s command are the Marines and the new Amphibious 
Force, a streamlined unit for landing and occupation operations, set 
up jointly by the Marines and the First Army.

The Atlantic Flect is split up into detachments, known since Ad- 
miral King assumed command as Task Forces and Groups. These are 
not of uniform make-up but are tailored co the particular job they 
have to fulfil. Thus one task force may consist of three battleships, 
six cruisers and twelve destroyers, while another consists of six de- 
stroyers and one carrier. The regular task forces are numbered from 
one to nine and besides these there have been, so far, five special task 
forces for special jobs such as convoying troops to Iceland. 

Shortly after Admiral King was put in charge of the Atlantic Fleet, 
he was called to the White House for a talk with the President. They 
discussed the big job he had to do, the small force he had to do it 
with. “That's a big slice of bread you're giving me," the Admiral 
said, “and damn little butter."” 

Some months later when the Atlantic Fleet had been greatly in- 
creased by transfers of ships from the Pacific, Admiral King again 
visited the White House. “"Well, Ernie,” asked the President, “how 
do you like that butter you're getting?” 

“Why, the butter’s fine,"’ said King of the Atlantic, “‘but you keep 
giving me more bread.” 


More and more water to worry about 


As Commander in Chief of the Atlantic Fleet, it is Admiral King's 
duty to rid that ocean of Axis craft by every means at his disposal. 
Before the American occupation of Iceland he had only the western 
half of the Atlantic to worry about. Since then he has had co cover 
all che sea west of a line running roughly south from Iceland and, 
under the new amendment to the neutrality law, he can operate 
all the way across to England. Admiral King dislikes the word 
“patrol” as implying something like a fixed beat along certain sea 
lanes. What the Fleet units really carry out is “protective cruising.”” 
The most important area is that of the sea lanes to Iceland and 
Britain bue they must also watch the rest of the ocean for possible 
raiders and keep an eye open for signs of Axis sea activity aimed at 
South America. Before the President's speech of Sept. 11 they were 
not, so far as is known, supposed to fire upon foreign craft unless ac~ 
tually attacked. But Secretary Knox has admitted that one destroyer 
dropped depth bombs on a dangerous-looking submarine, and there 
may have been other such incidents not yet brought to light. It isa 
fair assumption, from evidence on public record, that in actual prac- 
tice the Fleet has been operating regularly about one speech ahead 
of the President. 

As soon as Admiral King took command, the Fleet went on a near- 
war footing. At night the ships are totally blacked out. Crews man 
part of the battery day and night. Guns have live ammunition ready 
for firing and depth-charge racks are loaded. Ship movements are 
kept secret from all except the senior officers. Often task forces sail 
under sealed orders. 

Except for grave emergencies, all ships of the Atlantic Fleet keep 
radio silence while at sea, lest they give away their positions to the 
enemy. That was why the Navy did not know the details of the tor- 
pedoing of the Greer or the sinking of the Reuben James until days 
after the events. Task forces may receive orders by radio from the 
various bases or from King’s flagship, which does not often go far 
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When guns are being fired, everything breakable is taken down from walls and ceiling, 
and portholes are closed. This is where the Admiral works and sleeps; adjoining are bed- 
room, bath and pantry. The only change he made when he moved in was to have the 
dreary dark-green curtains, which are standard in the Navy, changed to a lighter color. 


For communications be- 
tween individual ships of a task force, the Fleet has reverted to signal 
flags and, ac night, blinkers of reduced size 

Ernie King did not come to this war command by any accident of 
seniority or rank. He was hand-picked for the job by President Roose- 
velt and his naval advisers when they decided last January to get the 
Navy ready for war. Ina general reorganization at that time both the 
Atlantic and Asiatic Squadrons were raised to Fleet status. To com- 
mand the new Fleets, the President combed the officers’ lists for the 
toughest, most aggressive war commanders he could find. He selected 
Rear Admiral Husband E. Kimmel for the Pacific, Rear Admiral Thom- 
as C, Hart for the Asiatic and Rear Admiral King for the Atlantic, 


King the disciplinarian runs a “taut ship” 


Ernie King is the model of a war commander. That was his greatest 
trouble during peacetime. In the quiet years when the Navy valued 
its weekend golf and cocktails ashore, King sometimes sailed his 
ships on Sunday afternoon instead of Monday morning—just to be 
, some officers thought. He ran a “taut ship,” as opposed to a 
“happy ship.” A man due to go on leave a certain day left the ship 
that day, whether he wanted to or not, while a man who wanted to 
go in his place was sternly denied. King was famed throughout the 
Fleet for his rigorous discipline, his ready-to-fire temper and his 
strong will. 

Time has not mellowed Admiral King but the times have caught 
up with him. Now that every ship is a taut ship and shore leave is 
hardly more than a happy memory, the Admiral’s stern demands are 
understood. Often when something has been done wrong, King has 
simply to call in the offender, ask him to tell exactly what he did, 
and then utter one icy word: "Why 

Just often enough to live up to his reputation, the Admiral really 
lets go. Such a moment occurred last summer while the Augusta was 
taking President Roosevelt up to Newfoundland for his meeting with 
Churchill. Sanding on the flag bridge, King inquired casually if the 
radio telephone which is supposed co link his bridge with escorting 
vessels had been hooked up. It hadn't. “Why not?"” snapped King. 
The responsible officer in charge made some explanation and then, 
becoming rattled, asked his superior whether he wanted it in order to 
senda message. This was distinctly the wrong question. It made no 
difference, in the King view, whether he planned to use it or not— 
the telephone should have been ready. “What do you think I want 
it for,” roared the Admiral of the Atlantic, “to sing Happy Birthday 
to somebody?" 

The Admiral is well aware of his reputation as a hard master and 
is not wholly displeased to have it so. He has no regard for soft com- 
manders. To illustrate his theory of discipline, he likes to tell about 
a boatswain’s mate who was assigned to the staff of another com- 
mander famed for his toughness. After the mate had been on duty a 
few months he was asked by sympathetic friends, as so many of 
King's own subordinates have been asked, how he got along with 
the Old Man. “Why I tell you," said the mate, “the Captain, he's a 
good man to a good man. Him and me, we gets along fine.” In his 
discipline, King is never unjust or unreasonable. He bears down hard 
on faults of negligence or laziness. But if an officer has done his best, 
even though a poor best, he is not blamed. 
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His steward, Narciso Arce, who has served His waitet, George Perry, brings the Admi- 
the Admiral for four years, whips up a cake, ral glass of orange juice just before bedtime.

A man is revealed by his heroes and King has a hero. 
Among all the great naval commanders of history, the 
one he admires most is Admiral Sir John Jervis, Earl 
of St. Vincent, known to history as “"che man who 
forged the weapon Nelson used.”” It was Jervis who 
commended Nelson’s “initiative” in disobeying him 
for good reason at the battle of Cape St. Vincent, 
which won Jervis his title, and who chose the young 
Nelson for the operations which culminated in the 
Battle of the Nile. Jervis stamped out mutiny in his 
own fleet with such remorseless vigor that the Ad- 
miralty used to send him mutinous ships, of which it 
had a good many. The most famous example of his dis- 
cipline occurred at sea in 1797 when he ordered the 
chief mutincers of a newly arrived ship, the Marlbor- 
ough, hanged on board by their own shipmates. The 
rest of the crew had sworn they would never permit a 
comrade to die, and the ship's captain warned Admiral 
Jervis that co carry out his order would mean whole- 
sale mutiny. Jervis promptly surrounded the Marlbor- 
ough with longboats from other ships of the fleet, armed 
with cannon, and ordered the hanging to proceed, 
whereupon the mutineers were strung up without in- 
cident, Admiral King cites with approval this example 
of extreme but just discipline. 


The CINCLANT's day 


Aboard the Augusta, Admiral King's daily routine is 
well fixed. He is awakened at 7 o'clock by his Filipino 
boy, Corpuz, who lays out a uniform with one broad 
and three narrow stripes on the sleeve while the Admi- 
ral is doing ren minutes of exercises. After a walk on 
deck and a breakfast which may consist of orange juice 
and kippers, he usually spends the forenoon working 
avhis desk. During the night the communications room 
has been busy decoding messages from Washington 
and various Flect units and bases, all addressed to CIN- 
CLANT, the Navy's cablese for “‘Commander in Chief, 
Adlantic.”” Admiral King answers these and dispatches 
his own messages to such worthies as COMAIRLANT 


(ON ADMIRAL KING'S TABLE EVERY DISH, 


His orderly, Roger C. Friend, stands outside 
his door.

(Commander Air Force, Atlantic), COMCRULANT 
(Commander Cruisers, Atlantic) and COMSUPFOR- 
LANT (Commander Support Force, Atlantic), or per- 
haps co his opposice number in the Pacific, CINCPAC. 
There are orders to be drafted for the various task 
forces and frequently a change to be made in the super- 
secret 15-page document labeled ‘General Operating 
Plan, Atlantic Fleet.” Admiral King is a master of 
order-writing who prides himself on his clarity and 
brevity. “Leave out the adjectives” is his watchword. 

After lunch the Admiral often takes a 30-minute nap 
and is then ready for more desk work of a turn on the 
flag bridge. This is a special bridge, just under the 
captain's bridge, which is not found on most war ves~ 
sels but buile into a few which, like the Augusta, were 
designed to be flagships. Here are the cases of signal 
flags for sending the Admiral’s visual commands, a 
chare table and a cabin with a folding bed where the 
Admiral could sleep in case of crisis at sea. 

At about 4 o'clock, if the Augusta happens to be in 
the New England port which is usually its base, the 
Admiral goes ashore for an hour's walk, customarily 
alone. Skirting the harbor front, he walks rapidly 
through the cown and may, if he has time, stop in 
at the Reading Room, an ancient club of the town, 
for a glass of sherry, thus making one of his rare con- 
tacts with local society. During the summer season 
he gets a flow of social invitations but his flag licu- 
tenant has standing orders to send regrets, since the 
Admiral feels he has not the time for extensive enter- 
tainment. 


He likes funny movies and Napoleon 


In the evening, if he is not coo busy, King attends 
the movies which are shown on the Augusta's quarter- 
deck every night the ship is in port. (Blackout pre- 
vents it at sea.) He likes his movies funny, a taste 
shared by the sailors, and leaves when they are not 
funny enough. When no movies are being shown, 
the Admiral usually reads. A fast reader, of wide 
tastes, he likes biography, history and modern fic- 
tion, in that order. Napoleon is his favorite subject.

Curiously for a naval man, King is a great student of military history 
and can out-argue many a general on the battles of the Civil War. 

Since the Fleet is split up into task forces and groups, the Augusta 
operates as a separate unit. Technically, the Admiral is merely a 
passenger aboard his flagship. Though he controls its movements, he 
has no more to do with its day-to-day operation than he docs with 
the operation of any other ship in the Fleet. When the Augusta is 
traveling with other ships, orders for the entire force are given by 
signal flags hoisted from the flag deck by the Admiral’s staff and are 
read by the Augusta's communications officers on the deck above, 
just as if they came from another ship. 

As a full admiral, King enjoys many special privileges and per- 
quisites. When he boards or leaves the ship “officially,” a 2o-piece 
“Admiral's band” plays for him, If he desires to sit and look out at 
the sea, he has a special seat on the flag bridge where no onc else may 
sit. To go ashore he has a handsome barge, manned by a crew of six 
who spend hours cach day polishing its brighework. For travel in the 
air he has a twin-engined Grumman with crew of three. For travel 
on land he has a car chauffeured by a marine, which is kept at the 
Navy landing, 


Everything he uses has four stars 


Admirals, like movies, are rated by stars: two for a rear admiral, 
three for a vice admiral, four for a full admiral. Four stars adorn the 
bow of Admiral King’s barge and the side of his plane, and flash from 
a light on his car, At his dinner table cach plate, cup, glass and 
piece of silver bears the four-staremblem. All these things are rigidly 
fixed by Navy protocol and Admiral King is a stickler for strict 
observance. Some of his aides still remember the occasion when, as a 
two-star admiral, he noticed that the stars on his barge were 6 in 
apart instead of the regulation 4 in, and had them moved without 
delay. 

The Admiral has his own mess, staffed by a steward, a cook and 
‘oys,"" most of whom are Filipinos—a vanishing race in the 
When the Philippine Independence Act was passed seven 
years ago, promising independence to the islands in 1945, the Navy 
stopped enlisting Filipino servants. The Filipinos were well liked 
and those few left in the service are reserved for admirals and the 
senior captains. Admiral King’s steward, who has been with him ac 
sea for about four years, does the marketing himself, with a careful 
eye to what will please his master. The Admiral rarely specifies 
what he wants for a meal but the steward, a shrewd observer, no- 
tices that roasts seem to please him most, The only specific request 
he ever made was to go easy on starchy foods, for which he felt he 
was getting too old. 

Unlike the captain of a ship, an admiral does not have to cat 
alone. The old tradition that a captain eats alone is part of che 
Navy's policy of keeping a respectful distance between a captain and 
his officers, but an admiral occupies such a lofty pedestal as to need

no such props to his dignity. Admiral King did his stint of lonely 
dining when he was captain of the Lexington and is glad to have meal 
companions again. His two regulars for breakfast, lunch and dinner 
are Captain Oscar C. Badger, his Chief of Staff, and Captain Francis 
S. Low, his Operations Officer, with the Officer of the Day, who ro- 
tates through the flag staff, joining them for lunch. Occasionally 
other officers from his flag staff or from the ship's staff are invited. 
They make a strong effort to avoid shop talk and succeed pretcy well, 
thanks to the Admiral’s wide interests. King’s sternness is confined 
to his official duties. In his personal relationships his officers and 
friends find him a gentleman of great kindness and wit, with consid- 
erable skill as a raconteur. 

Every two weeks or so the Admiral flies to Washington for con- 
ferences with the Navy Department heads and occasionally with 
the President, who has been a personal friend since Mr. Roosevelt 
was Assistant Secretary of Navy during the last war. But the Admiral 
does not go ashore much more than he has to. He is a real ocean 
admiral who regards the land as a foreign element—a nice place to 
visit but he wouldn't want to live there. 

‘About the only thing which can draw him ashore for any length 
of time is the prospect of duck shooting on the Eastern Shore of 
Maryland with Washington cronies including Admiral Land of the 
Maritime Commission. King, who took up shooting late in life, is a 
grim enthusiast, if not a crack shot, and won the respect of his fellow 
gunners on his first shooting trip. King spent several days banging 
away without success and then, one raw November morning as he 
was walking along the shore, scored a direct hit on his first duck. 
As luck would have it, the bird fell into the sea some 30 yd. from 
shore and began to drift out before a stiff offshore breeze. The 
Admiral watched for an anguished moment and then began tugging 
at his boots. Stripping off all but his shirt and jacket, he pulled these 
over his shoulders, waded into the icy water, seized the duck and 
bore it triumphantly back to camp. 

The Admiral is proud of his new sport and when the gunnery is 
bad on board ship is apt co remark, with an unaccustomed touch of 
smugness, that “‘there aren't enough duck shooters on this ship." 


The Admiral and his six daughters 


For the past eight years, King’s home has been Washington, 
where he and Mrs. King have a family noted in Navy circles because 
it includes six girls and one boy. Ac the time of his marriage, accord- 
ing to a favorite tale of his Navy friends, King entered into a friendly 
rivalry with one of his classmates, who was also being married, to 
sce who would have the first son. King's first child and the class- 
mate's were both daughters. So were the second, third and the 
fourth. The fifth time, to King’s chagrin, the classmate had a son 
and King lost the competition. It was not until King was 44 that his 
seventh child turned out to be a boy. 

King has taken a good deal of ribbing on the subject of his six 
daughters who are often referred to by Navy friends as “King’s Boys.”” 
There was, for instance, the Englishwoman who inquired what 
the son’s name was and, upon being told that it was Ernest Joseph 
like his father, exclaimed: “Ie should have been Earnest Endeav- 
our!” An Admiral with six daughters might reasonably be expected 
to have at least some Navy sons-in-law but the King girls have not 
even consoled their father in this fashion. One of them did marry an 
Annapolis graduate but he shortly retired from the service, and three 
of the others are married to Army men. The Admiral took it all 
philosophically and carried off his role of father with such aplomb 
that after one of the girls’ weddings an admiring guest commented: 
“T never saw a man give away a bride so gracefully.” E. J. King 
Jr., however, to his father’s great delight, has taken up the Navy 
tradition by entering Annapolis this year. 

The Navy tradition in the King family gocs back no further than 
the Admiral himself, whose father was a master mechanic for the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. It is well known that most sailors come 
from the Midwest, where love of the salt sea seems to burn strongest, 
and the same is true of admirals. King was born in Lorain, Ohio. His 
determination to go to sea was formed, however, at an carly age, due 
in large measure to the influence of an old Scotsman named Beaver 
Brown who had run away to sea in his youth and liked to spin 
nautical yarns to the local boys. Under this stimulus Ernie King first 
started for the sea, some 4oo miles away, when he was 7, having 
wrapped his clothes neatly in a parcel. As he was passing the Brown 
house on his way East, his nostrils were assailed by the smell of 
freshly baked cookies and he decided that politeness required him to 
stop in to say goodby. After discussing the project with Mrs. Brown 
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Cadet Lieutenant Commander of che class of 1901 at the Naval Academy, King (right) 
wore four stripes on his sleeve—a privilege he was not to have again until he became a 
captain. His classmates rated him a born leader, a fast thinker and a great party man.

over the cookies, he had a change of heart and decided to postpone 
the trip. 

Ic was not until he was 18 years old that King finally saw his first 
sale water. In the meantime he had read an article in the Youth's 
Companion on Annapolis and forthwith determined to enter the Navy. 
To this ambition he held firmly except for one period in his freshman 
year at high school when he felt so bored with school routine that 
he quit and went to Cleveland, where he got a job in an iron-pipe 
factory. After a few months he changed his mind and wanted to re- 
turn home but his father, as stubborn a disciplinarian as his son was 
to be, made him finish out the year. Back in Lorain, Ernie King 
studied hard to make up the lost year and to prepare for competitive 
examinations for Annapolis. His chief rival for the appointment was 
a boy who was also the chief rival for his best girl. King won the ap- 
pointment but the other boy, now a druggist in Lorain and a good 
friend of King’s, won the girl. 

At the Naval Academy, where he belonged to the class of 1901, 
King made his mark both as a student and as a leader. In his senior 
year he was appointed Cadet Lieutenant Commander of his class, 
which made him its official leader for all official Academy functions. 
Of Cadet King the Academy yearbook Lucky Bag comments in part: 
“King, Ernest Joseph. *Aqui,’ “Dolly,” ‘Rey.’ (Of these nicknames 
only “Rey” has stuck.) Starred 4, 3, 2, 1. (Top marks each year. King 
ranked fourth scholastically in his class.) Almost Married Men's Club. 
(The girl was Martha Egerton of Baltimore whom he married four 
years after graduation.) Spoons occasionally. Temper? Don't fool with 
nitroglycerin.” 

The Spanish-American War occurred, conveniently, during sum- 
mer vacation of his plebe year and the Naval Academy boys rushed 
to sea to take part in it. King was on board the cruiser San Fran- 
cisco, blockading Havana harbor, on the night before the armistice 
was to be signed. Fearing thac the Spanish ships might attempt to 
escape under cover of the armistice, the San Francisco moved in close 
to the Spanish forts during the night. In the early morning, while 
King was on watch, one of the forts fired a shell which narrowly 
missed the San Francisco but gave King a good entry for the log.

The next real action King saw was a similar incident 20 years 
later when he was the Assistant Chief of Staff to Admiral Mayo, 
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ADMIRAL KING (continued) 


Commander in Chief of the Atlantic Fleet in World War I. King was 
in Admiral Mayo's party which had been invited to observe the bom- 
bardment of Ostend by the British monitors and was standing beside 
Admiral Jellicoe on the British destroyer leader Broke when a Ger- 
man shell landed just astern of the ship. The following conversation 
ensued: 

Jellicoe: ‘That's something to tell your grandchildren about." 

King: ‘As the years grow longer the distance will grow shorter, 
si. 

King now says it was 200 yd. 

As a member of Admiral Mayo's staff, King saw the 1917-18 Bat- 
tle of the Atlantic from the best possible vantage point and gained 
experience of great help in waging the far more difficult Bartle of the 
Adlantic in 1941. When the war was over he was assigned to shore 
duty to reopen the Postgraduate School at Annapolis (closed during 
the war), where selected officers are educated in engincering and 
other professional branches. From then on his career divides into 
two chief parts: submarines and aircraft. In 1926 he was commander 
of the Submarine Base at New London, Conn., where the J-sr sank 
in 132 ft. of water off Block Island. No submarine had ever been 
raised from such a depth before and most Navy men gave it up as 
hopeless, but King was given the job of making a try. It took six 
months with divers working in bitterly cold water but King got the 
submarine up. The Navy gave him a Distinguished Service Medal. 
Two years later, when King was in the air service, he got a hurry 
call to Provincetown where the S-4 had gone down, Once again King 
directed a successful salvaging job and got another D. S. M., repre 
sented this time by a gold sear.

Meanwhile King had taken the most important decision of his 
career by going into aviation. The Navy had an Air Force growing 
fast in size and faster in importance, but few senior officers with 
aviation experience to command it. King, along with a few other 
officers midway in their careers, answered a call for volunteers. He 
went to Pensacola and took the regular course to qualify as an avia- 
tor. Having earned his wings, King rose rapidly in the air service, 
becoming in 1930 captain of the carrier Lexington. 

In che carly summer of 1933 President Roosevelt was presented by 
the Navy Department with a list of candidates for the top naval air 
job: chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics. Glancing down the list the 
President was dismayed to find not a single admiral on it who could 
fly a plane. He threw it in the wastebasket and appointed Ernest 
King, who had just finished the senior officers’ course at the Naval 
War College. King held the job with great distinction for two years 
before going back to the Fleet, this time as Commander Aircraft of 
the Scouting Force and later of the Bartle Force. 

To King the Naval Air Service is indebted on many counts. It was 
he who started the program for obtaining patrol bombers of the type 
now represented by the PBY and PBM. It was he, too, who laid out 
the present air defense setup in the northern Pacific which would be 
of utmost importance in case of war with Japan. In 1937 and 1938, as 
Commander Aircraft in the Scouting Force of the big Fleet, King and 
a party of officers spent months inspecting sites in Alaska and the 
Aleutian Islands, laying out air bases among swamps and rocks. As 
Vice Admiral in’ 1938-39, commanding the five carriers then in the 
Fleet, he did much to develop their co-ordination with the other 
combatant ships and to raise the standard of performance of the 
aircraft squadrons. 

Thanks to farsecing Navy officers like Admiral King, the U. S. 
Navy's Air Force has always been the world's best naval air arm. 
It perfected dive bombing before the Germans ever tried it, pio~ 
neered aircraft carriers and invented most of the techniques for oper- 
ating combatant planes from carriers. Today it is still about five 
years ahead of the British Fleet Air Arm, a fact which Admiral King 
likes to rub in on British officers. At a Newport reception for Lord 
Louis Mountbatten, newly appointed captain of the aircraft carrier 
Illustrious, he met Lord Louis and casually inquired what his quali- 
fications were to command a carrier. Mountbatten, a gallant com- 
mander who has had two destroyers shot out from under him so far 
in this war, had to reply to the “flying admiral’ of the U. S. that he 
had no experience with aircraft but that neither had any other 
officer of senior rank in the Royal Navy. 

King is intensely proud of the Navy's air force and zealous in 
defending it against the proponents of a separate air force. The Fleet 
and its planes, he argues, are a single striking force and must be 
directed by the same command. Break up the unity of command and

you will destroy their co-ordination. So far as it goes this argument 
is compelling. Indeed the more moderate proponents of a separate 
air force begin by agrecing that the Naval Air Service should remain 
under the Navy and propose merely that the long-range bomber 
force be taken out from under the command of the Army. What 
these people want is really a separate bomber command, for which 
many reasonable arguments may be made. 

Whatever the merits of the debate over a separate bomber com- 
mand, the Navy can stand on its record as the best reason for keeping 
the Naval Air Service where it is. 

As a result of his wide experience Admiral King is a triple-threat 
commander: surface craft, submarines and planes, Beyond doubt it 
was this circumstance which governed, to an important degree, his 
choice to command the Fleet at this time. For the Atlantic presents a 
problem which cannot be solved in terms of any one arm but only in 
terms of all arms together. From his years in submarine service King 
knows all the tricks of U-boats that lurk under his ocean. From his 
years with aircraft he knows how to command the patrol bombers and 
carrier-based fighter planes which have suddenly become of almost 
equal importance towarships in controlling the Atlantic. If thereisone 
great lesson to be learned from German experience in this war, it is the 
tremendous importance of unity of command. The U.S. Navy islucky 
to have so varied an admiral as King. Indeed it would be difficult to 
find, in this or any other Navy, a high officer with such eminent quali- 
fications to command the U.S. Atlantic Fleet at this dangerous time. 


All he needs is a good fight and a good phrase 


As a road to fame, a naval career is a great gamble. Many of the 
ablest commanders have gone to their graves unsung because they 
did not happen to be in command at a time when there was a great 
battle to be fought. But for the present crisis, Admiral King himself 
would have filled out his term on the General Board and retired next 
year at 64 without ever having had a chance to prove himself in bat- 
te command, Now all that is changed. Today only two things stand 
between Ernest Joseph King and a place among the naval immortals: 
a good fight and a good phrase. Both are essential, 

The zenith and ultimate purpose of any commander's life is the day 
of battle. The great moment comes when the fleets are disposed in 
batcle formation, the crews at action stations, the guns pointed at 
the enemy. The battle is yer to start, but so far as personal fame is 
concerned, this is she moment for a commander. Then or never comes 
the great word. The commander may go on that day to win a glori- 
ous victory but unless he first delivers a resounding phrase he may 
still sink into oblivion. This was the moment when Nelson mag- 
nificently declaimed: “England expects that every man will do his 
duty." This was the moment of Farragut’s "Damn the torpedo 
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Admiral King's aw y flagship is the U.S.S. Constellation, the oldest commissioned 
ship in the U.S. Navy, now moored at Newport, R. I. He has had ir fitted up to serve as 
his headquarters in case he ever wants to send the Augusta to sea while he remains ashore.

Full speed ahead" and Dewey's “You may fire when you are ready, 
Gridley.”* It was also the moment when such superior commanders 
as Rodney, De Ruyter, Blake and Tourville lost their chance for im- 
mortality by tongue-tied silence. Whether such a moment will ever 
come to Admiral King is problematical, since there is at present no 
great naval force in the Atlantic to challenge his tongue. But under 
certain circumstances one good ship like the Scharnhorst or Tirpitz 
might furnish the necessary game. John Paul Jones had only one en- 
emy ship at which to fling his “have not yet begun to fight."” At 
any rate it is as much the part of a good commander to keep his epi- 
grams sharp as to keep his guns clean, and Admiral King is unusually 
gifted. 

The Atlantic Fleet got an carly taste of this phrase-making facility 
in the Admiral’s Fleet Memorandum of Jan. 21, 1942, entitled 
ercise of Command—Excess of Detail in Orders and Instructions. 
In this King sce forch a cardinal tenet in his theory of command: He 
believes that subordinates should be told what to do but not bow to 
do it. You will never get good commanders, King feels, unless you 
give younger officers responsibility and a chance to use their own 
abilities. He hates long orders which seck to cover every conceivable 
situation in detail but which serve only to hog-tie the subordinate 
commanders and make them timid. King's memorandum set forth 
his views bluntly in Paragraphs A, B, and C and then summed it all 
up as follows: “Paragraph D: Stop nursing them." 

In common quotation among the Fleet “’Stop nursing them" is 
only outstripped by another King watchword: "Do the best you can 
with what you have.”” In the present state of the Atlantic Fleet, 
every captain in the Atlantic has ample reason for complaining about 
the lack of ships, men or supplies and at first many of them did so 
loudly. Admiral King's phrase, first used in another Fleet Memoran- 
dum dated March 24, put a stop to complaints and alibis. “Do the 
best you can with what you have" has become virtually the motto of 
the Atlantic Fleet. 

If areal fight does shape up in the Aclantic, requiring more than a 
task force to handle, it is a good bet that Admiral King will take his 
flagship into the middle of it. There is no doubt at all where the Ad- 
miral himself will be. The high strategists of the Navy Department 
in Washington have developed a theory that a modern commander 
in chief would not be on his bridge in actual combat but would stay 
deep in the bowels of the ship, behind thick armor, so that he could 
direct the whole fleet in safe and cool detachment without being un- 
duly influenced by what was happening to the flagship. It is a good 
theory but none of them has yet ventured to broach it to the actual 
commander in chief. When it was reported to him at second hand, 
the Admiral made a short, explosive sound and tapped the deck of
